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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the applicant's arguments related 
to claims 1-9, Safadi teaches the insertion of commercials using a cue command as stated in the Final Rejection. Safadi uses the cue 
command to provide a predetermined bit rate (contained in the cue command) to an ad server in order to compress an ad based on the 
bit rate (Col 6 Lines 31-41 ). Haskell teaches the use of taking a desired bit rate along with the buffer fullness to compute the desired bits 
for a frame and macroblocks as stated in the Final Rejection (Col 5 Lines 29-35). Haskell further teaches the compressing of the video is 
done by a requantization of the DCT coefficients (Haskell Col 5 Lines 49-50) which is required by Safadi to compress a commercial to 
the predetermined bitrate (Safadi Col 5 Lines 26-34). The applicant has argued that Safadi does not "analyze the original program signal 
to measure bit rate or in any way compute that rate or compute a rate profile for the original program." The applicant further argues that 
the system of Haskell is not directed to "analyzing a video program profile over time or to calculating a bit rate profile from an input video 
stream." It is noted by the examiner that what the applicant is arguing is not required in the claims. Independent claim 1 requires 
"computing a rate profile associated with a program stream" this is clearly performed by Haskell as sited above. Haskell computes the 
rate profile (bits) associated with a program stream (frames and macroblocks) by taking the desired bitrate and the current buffer fullness 
and computing the bits for the frame. 
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
